VISIT TO THE BATTLE FIELD. 

Description ol the Bottle Field — 

licit in of on bill Lady — Miracu- 
lous Escape — Capture of Slier.

Wednesday, July 2t ) 

I spent yesterday afternoon in company 
with ray intelligent friend Col. E. P. Bar- 
bour, of Louisville, wandering over the 
scene of the late terrible conflict. Under 
his guidance, he having been a witness of 
and participant iu the heroic struggle, 1 
was enabled to form a correct estimate of 
tbe magnituac of the engagement aud un- 
derstand the poin's of attack and defense 
and the different imuieuvres of the con- 
tending columns. The field of battle cov- 
ers a very large area o! territory, fully 
seven miles in length and over three in 
breadth. Here were deployed the forces 
of freedom and despotism, and here strug- 
gled lor the mastery during the long, lint 
July day, theldefenders of home and liberty 
and the mercenary assailants of all that is 
dear to man. 

The country is very nigged and uuev. n, 
partially cultivated farmiug land, but the 
greater proportion is old fields, pine thick- 
itts and oak woods. 8cver.il houses dot 
the scene, but they had all been deserted 
before the action, with the exception ot 
one occupied by a venerable lady of uincty 
nears, w hom it was found impossi ble to 
move until too late. The house in which 
she r.ud her daughter resided was a target 
for Sherman’s battery, and a more perfect 
wreck could not be imagined. The roof 
was crushed in, the side completely liou- 
ey-oombed, the furniture destroyed, and 
the old lady cut iu too w ith grape and can- 
ister, upon her own In arth-stoue. 8he 

had just remarked to her daughter that 
this was the third war to whose horror^ she 
had been a witness. Iiow the younger fe- 
male escaped death is a miracle. 

Near this house the Washington Artille- 
ry. of New Orleans, was stationed, and it 
I roved it in the highest d gree serviceable, 
proving not indeed a match for Sherman's 
famous battery, but so effective iu deceiv- 
ing its lire as to enable our Infantry to 
charge the great guns with success. Out of 
the w hole force required to man the Sher- 
man battery, but one escaped death, uud 
he wa- not made a prisoner until severely 
wounded. H-- stood by his gun with great 
bravery, or rather with the perteuacity 
characteristic of a regular soldier. 

In this vicinity appears to iiave been the 
most deadly struggle. Acres of ground 
are already covered w ith graves, and it was 
impo.-'-dble to step ten yards iu any direc- 
tion without encountering the st.irk body 
and rigid fait urcs ol the slain. They lay 
everywhere in groups aud siugly. Where 
the battery was taken was a row of graves 
several hundred yards in length, markiog 
the fearful hand to hand conflict. To the 
rear the ground was strew n w ith the bodies 
of the unburied Fire Zouaves of New York, 
easily distinguishable by their peculiar 
uniform. They lay in all imaginable pos- 
tures. Some with arm? outstretched, others 
ujxm their face-, others still doubled and 
twisted. Upon the features of some there 
reposed a placid smile. T oo many, how - 
ever, bore the iueflfccecble stamp of de- 
monny, and their hoiribly distort* d coun- 
tenances betokened the savage lury that 
envenomed their breasts. The wounds 
were of various characters. Some had the 
toj>s of their heads blown iff, others had 
been shot through the heart and gave no 
sign of their nu.uuer of death. Tae Min- 
nie ball appeared to be by far the most L* 
tal .instrument of devastation. It pro. 
duces a must frightful wouud, aud iu al- 
most every instance proves fatal. 

There were abundant instances of the 
iu-tinct of self preserv at!on manifested by 
the wounded. Many had crawled away 
from where they fell to little thickets and 
there iu seclusion lay down to die. Oth- 
ers had sought refuge iu ravines, and one 
poor fellow , after resting his head upon a 
stump aud lulding his hands gently, passed 
away to the land that knows no sorrows, 
or wars. Hundreds of our men were busi- 
ly eu gaged in digging graves and burying 
the dead. Those who were slain in defense 
ot our rights had first received the ntes 
of eepulture, aud then w e attended to the 
invaders. Our own gallant braves were 
interred in separate graves and neat head- 
stones, with their names engraved, plaeed 
to note the last resting place of these mar- 
tyr jiatriots. The hand of affection bad 
evidently ministered to seme of the dead, 
lor about many graves picket fences had 
been built and withiu the enclosure were 
strewn boughs of green cedar aud pine. — 
But the unfortunate euemv, front whom 
could they expect other than the most 
common rites of burial ? They had been 
deserted by their comrades , and even their 
wounded left to perish uueareJ for. — 
Trenches were necessarily dug, and thus 
in heaps the officers and privates of Yan- 
keedoui laid to re.-t in nameless graves. 

The wounded of Lincoln's grand army 
have been cared lor just as our ow n, re- 
ceiving the same medical attention and the 
same nursing. Yaudalic ami without ex. 
cnee or apology, as was their mission on 
the soil of the South, we cannot, bitterly 
as we may leeeut their outrages on the 
Sold, forget when they are iu distress, that 
they, too, are of tbe human kind. 

Upon the field were a thousand little tc- 
k<;DS of the hard lbught day — evidences of 
the desperate and determined struggle. — 
There were little m<.meDtoes, too, oi home 
and the happy hours of the l^ast, that the 
slain had lost. I found pb aiding and be- 
seeching letters from Rhode Island and 
Maine sweet hearts to their be>ld 6olditr 
lovers. One girl in Fall River, wrote that 
she knew the “craven Southerners” would 
dread to meet the brave Rhode I -land 
boys. A New York girl writes that she 
expects her Johnny home on Sunday, but 
that Sunday found him a lifeless corpse cn 
the field of battle, and the poor maid will 
watch long for liis coming, but ever in vain. 
Scattered ia confusion were Bibles aud 
playing cards, tracts and tidy pin-cushions, 
and other little indices of womanly care 
and affection. 

But I weary of the subject. The sick- 
ening, appalling scene yet slandB in bold 
relief before me, and the air is poisoned 
w ith the betid odors. I can see lar up in 
the blue air the birds of prey circling over 
the field where the life blood of so many 
heroic sculs was pouru out. The evrniug 
shadows gather about what w.il hercaiter 
ever be historic and consecrated ground ; 
but how many dark clouds envelope 
1 hearts and bouses iu the South aud North ? 
To us is the glorious solace that our 



friends were slain in the ho’iest of causes. 
But to the Northern slaiu, miserably slain, 
while attempting fo place tetters upon the 
South, what consolation or hope is there? 
Terrible, most fearful, and yet altogether 
righteous has been the retribution heaped 
upon their heads. God grant that his laws 
may ever prove us immutably just !

Significant — Kefusal of the Senate 
to Indorse the Acts of Lincoln. 

It is cheering to observe that the United 
States Senate is not lost to all sense of 
self-respect. In the Senate yesterday, the 
following significant proceedings took 
place : 

Mr. Wilson moved to take up the joint 
resolution approving all the acts ot the 
President, wlieu Mr. Doolittle moved that 
the Senate go into Executive session. 

The motion was disagreed to by the fol- 
lowing vote : 

Yeas — Baker, Bayard, Bingham, Carlisle, 
Chandler. Collamer, .Dixon, D.xilittle Fes- 
senden, Foote, Harlan, King, Lane, of 
Kansas, Morrill, Powell, Rice, Saulsbury, 
Thompson, Ten Eyck, and Wilmot— 30. 

Nays— Breckinrldite, Bright, Biowning, 
Clark, Cowan, Foi-ter, Grimes, Howe, 
Johnston, of Tennessee, Johnston, of 
Missouri, Kennedy, Lane, of Indian:., La- 
tham, McDougal, Polk, Porueroy, Sher- 
man, Sumner, Wade, Wilkinson, and Wil- 
son — 21. 

Mr. Breckinridge said that at the early 
jKirt of the session Senators were very- 
anxious to vote for resolution? approving 
of all the acts of the President. Now 
there seemed to be a recoil. He thought 
it was a good sign. 

Mr. Fessenden said that he had always 
been ready to vote. The argument seemed 
to be made that the. Senate was afraid to 
vote. The gentleman could have the ben 
ctit of such an argument. 

Mr. Trumlmll ?aid that he was not ready 
to vote for the resolution till atler further 
consideration. 

And then the Senate adjourned sine die. 
It will thus be seen that the Senate retused 
to indorse all the acts of the Liucoln Ad- 
ministration. The Republicans are 
already becoming alarmed. They sec the 
great reaction going on in the North, and 
they are unwilling to place themselves on 
the record as having indorsed the uross 
usurpations of Lincoln. This is tru )y a 
cheering sign, and should be a rebuke to 
Lincoln's apologists iu this State, who have 
justified liis repeated violation? oftln* Con- 
stitution upon the miserable plea of w 
cessity.” 

Kentucky Neutrality to be l io 
luted. 

The Lincoln Administration has at no 
time inieudel to permit Kentucky to re- 
main neutral in the present war between 
the Northern and Southern States. Neu- 
trality has been, and is still regarded as 
disunion completed, and the Administration 
has only awaited the August election to 
carry out its settled policy of disre- 
garding Kentucky’s neutrality. 

The Washington correspondent of For- 
ney's Press, discloses the policy of the 
Administration. Iu speaking of furnish- 
ing the Union men of East Tennessee with 
arms, he says ; 

The Government appreciates the neces- 
sity of prompt action; but at the very 
moment when Tennessee asks it? aid, Keii 
tucky, through some of her Union men, 
asks that the soil of Kentucky should not 
be used to convey arms to E 1 st Tennessee 
until ILe A election is decided. 

Thus it will be seen that in def- 
erence to the wishes of the Union 
men of Kentucky the sending of 
arms to East Tennessee was deferred 
until after the Auyast election. It might 
possibly have changed the result, or at least 
have weakened the U nion party in the State. 
The election, however, is over, and we 
may now look, for the animal noldicrv of 
Lincoln to invade our soil for the pretend- 
ed purpose of furnishing arms to List 
Tennessee. Our State will be occupied by 
a military force sent in our midst by the 
Federal Government, which will doubtless 
be met by troops of the Confederate 
Slates, and thus Kentucky will become in 
deed the “dark and bloody ground.’’ 

The Heavens. — Now that the comet has 
ceased to be a conspicuous object, some 
interest attaches to the planetary bodies, as 
these have lately come iuto, or are about 
dei>artLug from our view. Of the former 
is the planet Venus, the most conspicuous 
object in the western sky for a little while 
after sunset. 8be is at this time nearly on 
the opposite side ol the sun. aud of course 
distnut from us over one hundred and fifty 
millions of miles. The planet Jupiter may 
likewise be seen almost neek-aud-ncck 
with the goddess in their course through 
the saffron of the west. Venus, however, 
has now passed Jupiter in the inarch up 
the ecliptic, and the difference between 
their positions will continue to increase. 

The planet Saturn appears also iu the 
evening, being only about twelve degrees 
to the southeastward of those mentioned 
above, and sets half an hour later; but can 
not be so easily perceived in the solar rays 
as either Venus or .Jupiter. Like the Lat- 
ter, it will soon go out of sight altogetaer, 
as the sun is gaining on both rapidly. 
Vetu 1 , lio vever, for three months will out- 
strip old Sol, and for a long time shiue 
the unrivalled gem of the celestial vault.

LETTER FROM MISSOURI.

St. Lons, August 6, 1801. 

Editor* Louisville Courier: Since my 
last, matters have progressed slowly, 
but so far as I can learn, most satisfacto- 
rily for the cause of independence in Mis- 
souri. Gen. Fremont, while displaying 
much activity s nee his arrival here, keeps 
his own counsel, and few know anything 
of his intentions until his orders are in 
course of exec ution. He even declined is- 
suing a proclamation, aud iu this I admire 
his taste, for of late no sooner does a Cor- 
poral take charge of a guard, or a newly 
created political Colonel carry out the or- 
ders ol his superior, w hether it be in seiz- 
ing an independent press, or robbing a law- 
abidiug citizen than lie, clothed with a lit- 
tle brief authority, at once issues, forsixith, 
a proclamation and rushes iuto print. — 
Freuiout, who has just returned from a 
country where he has seen a little mox 
discipline, dignity aud distinction iu mili- 
tary rank, has shown good taste in abstain- 
ing from following iu the vulg.cr wake of 
those who of late have displayed such im- 
patient anxiety to see their names append- 
ed for the first time to some official docu- 
ment . 

The General returned to this eity yester- 
day trom a cruise to Cairo and thereabouts, 
where he was UCC imi aniea by qaite a lilt. 
The rumors as to the object ol his depar- 
ture, as well as regirding the State of af- 
faire in general iu this State, have been so 
numerous, and some so absurd, that it would 
be idle to indulge iu detailing one tithe of 
them. However, one thing is certain, that 
no matter what activity may be used by the 
Lioeolnitcs, the feeling of patriotism is now 
so fully aroused throughout the State that 
it never — no never — can be allayed until 
the very last invader is forced from her 
toil. 

I learn that it has been determined up- 
on by the “powers that be,” for the pres- 
ent, to erect a monster barrack iu the west- 
ern portion ol the suburbs of the city, and 
that the spot tixed npon is that lately 
occupied as Camp Jacksou ; but the boys 
all say here, let them gt> ou and build the 
barracks, for as they hive employed so 
large a number of men they will get it 
completed just in time for on r brave fcl 
lows under Bowen, who will soou be trebly 
avenged lor the wrong did them ou the no- 
torious “Black Friday.” The Government 
has also taken the Fair Grounds, up . >11 
\ Uich permanent barracks are also to be 
erected: in tine, accoinumd .tion is to be 
prepared immediately for mo, 0(JO iroops, the 
entire force at present at B ra’s Point and 
thereabout?, ia to be stationed here. This 
I understand to have been the object of 
General Fremont’s late expedition. The 
difficulty lately felt iu finding pilots, must 
have been peculiarly annoying, as the tieet 
was compelled to be kept back some d**y? 
until competent pilots were procured from 
Cincinnati. 

The latent reliable information from the 
south-west, is that Lyon is at Springfield, 
with some seven or eight thousaad men 
aud twenty-five pieces of artillery. lie is 
throwing up entrenchments anil intends 
making a stand against the combined State 
forces under McCullough, R-dues and Par- 
sous, who are close upon him with some 
: 10.000 troops. 

Since the new? from Manassas, and the 
reports from Congress, the Uniou shriek- 
ers here are in a state of palpaplc tribula- 
tion. They feel, they know, that besides 
the actual loss they sustained in the dis- 
graceful defeat on ihc Potomac, that iu de- 
moralizing effects upon the whole army 
have been lelt as most disastrous, and us 
shrewd and experienced men of busiuess 
aud financiers, they see the difficulty which 
surround? the Cabinet, and that it will be 
almost impossible forte e Secretary to raise 
the required sums aud that his reliance up- 
ou foreign a d is most lutile. Upon this 
point the latest Loudon 1’iuies ?»ys: “The 
demand of Mr. I.iLcoln for •*400,000,000 
must be regarded a* absurd, and itim ties 
iu unmistakable language that no momy 
can be borrowed iu the English mark t.” 

It must he self-evident to every reil cl- 
ing mind that the amount which Congress 
has already appropriated to the put poses of 
this useless and cruel war is larger than any 
one yeu-’s expenditure of the EugUsh Gov- 
ernment during her most costly war, when 
she was contending agaiust Ihe French 
hosts in 1*>15. The largest amount ever 
raised by loan lor war purposes was iu that 
year, aud it amounted to $350,000,000, 
while, at the same time, her revenue lr. ui 
taxation was $300,000,000. Aud to suppose 
that the present Lincoln Administration, 
with a bankrupt treasury and shattered 
trade, her ordinary sources of revenue 
closed or exhuusted, expt-c t to raise upon 
the security of the country iu its present 
coudition the enormous sum ot $500,000,- 
000, is most preposterous; the more to as 
the Secretary of the Treasury depends 
mainly upon raising a large portion of the 
amount iu the English market. It is well 
known that a oie-pateh was ?ent by the 
Cabinet to the American Minister to the 
Court of St. James, that the “R bels” were 
being bidly whipped, but it is also an as- 
certained tact that Lord Lyou dispatched a 
special courier, by the same steamer, which 
he ueuined for the purpose, bearing dis- 
patcties detailing the success ot the Cou- 
Rderute army aud the entire rout and re- 
treat upon \Yasniugton of the Federals. — 
The effect of this news upon the Eugiisa 
people, more particularly alter all the 
abuse, boasting, aud big talk of the Yan- 
kees, will be that not one dollar of the war 
loan will be takeu up, even at ever so ruin- 
ous a sacrifice. So 1'ir, then, for the hopes 
of the Government fiuancially. 

With regard to raising the 500, COO men, 
that will aiso prove a more difficult task 
than at first was imagined, for the Presi- 
dent, to secure the number of men here 
stated, would require probably the seventh 
man iu the prescut United Suites. There 
were, it will be remembered, but about 
3,500,000 votes east at the last Presidential 
election iu the States from w hich there is 
any chance of obtaining volunteers. De- 
duct irom this number ail above the age of 
forty five, the invalids and the like, anil we 
have iu all probably less tr.:ui four or five 
times the number of men the President is 
authorized to accept, iu any emergency 
c ipable of bearing arms. History does 
not record au instance where, under simi- 
lar circumstances, such a ratio ol fighting 
men has ever been raised. 

To-day is mote like Sunday than w.’S yes- 
terday. All ihc drinking houses are scru- 
pulously closed consequent upon an elec- 
tion for Clerk to the Law Commissioners 
Court. There are, ot coorse, a host of 
candidates iu the field, aud considerable 
party feeling te exhibited. Your former 
townsman, W. C. Huffman, is the States 
Rights candidate. He comes out under 
their colors, and, so far as I can learn, has 
a lair show. 

As I write, considerable excitement pre- 
vails couseqiunt upou the blowing dowD, 
with a tremendous ciash, of the carcass 
of a bouse on Third street, lately destroy- 
1 cd by lire. One mau I learn is seriously 
i injured, having a broken leg and fractured 
I jaw; fortunately, allbougu a number of 
! jK-rsons were passing at the time, the other 
j injuries sustained are trifling. 

The heat during the p st week has been 
intense, the thermometer ranging as high 
as 110. There have been several cases of 
sunstroke. To-day the atmosphere is 
slightly cleansed by a paesirg thunder 
storm.

LETTER FROM CINCINNATI. 

Spies in Kentucky — Louisville to 
he Occupied. 

[For the Louisville Courier.] 

Cincinnati, July 81, 1881. 

T.uitor* Louisville Courier: — llaviog puss 
• da few days in this modern Sodom, 1 bake 
the liberty ol giving you a brief descrip- 
tion of the condition of things here as thev 
appeared to me, believing that I can give 
you a more correct idea of the true state of 
affairs than you can get from the low -flung, 
Ding, Black Republican newspapers which 
are published here, to the disgrace of jour- 
nalism. 

On entering the city from Covington, 
nothing can be more sadlv impressive to 
one who has known the city in former 
days, than the desolate appearance of the 
streets and the total absence of anything re- 
sembling life or business. No boats at 
tbe once crowded wharf, no drays, no 
carts.no piles ol hogsheads, barrels, boxes 
or bags; nothing but a deserted wharf 
wbieu is rapidly becoming covered with 
verde re. A few omnibuses roll by, some 
of them containing one or two passengers, 
hot the most ol them entirely empty; a few 
stragglers with despondent faces, saunter 
listlessly along the side-walks as though 
they have nothing to do and ho place to go 
to; hogs gather iu droves, and root, aud 
roll, aud sleep in the* streets as they would 
in a waste field. Go where you will, in the 
bli*tu*MS or the resident quarters, at every 
few yards your eye meets with the inscrip- 
tion “To Rent!” “Tenaxt Wanted!” 
“For Rest Ybkt Low!” Enter a hotel 
aud probably the mau at watch in the of- 
fice w.ll be the only person visible. 

The prediction made by Senator Pugh 
last winter to the effect that unless tne 
Black Republicans accepted the Critten- 
den Compromise grass would be growiug 
iu the busiest streets before twelve month? 
ha; been sigually verified; grass is uow 
really growing luxuriantly on Sycamore, 
Main aud Walnut streets, as well as upou 
all the ethers. The enclosed bunch I 
have plucked from the middle of Syca- 
more street. 

Large manufacturing establishments 
which ha\ c hitherto received every year 
huudreds of thousands of dollars from the 
South, now stand idle, their machinery 
rusting, and theirabolition proprietors one 
after another are becoming baukrupt. The 
employees, poor, ignorant tools of abomi- 
nable demagogues, having done all they 
could to bring ruin upon the country by 
casting their votes for a low, leveling Abo- 
litionist. whose only pretentions to merit 
consisted in his obscurity and his hatred to 
the South, are now without tne means 
of sustaining life rave by enlisting, 
theft or beggary. Thousands of the fami- 
lies of these poor creatures who swelled 
the wideawake ranks, and furnished the 
Lincoln votes, are starving, and would dai- 
ly die of hunger w ere it not lor the meager 
supply of greary water doled out to them 
at the “soup” houses.

A now tenure iu our Government, is the 
terrible system of espiouage which has been 
inaugurated by the Lincoln Administra- 
tion. In this city there are no less than 
two hundred spies in the employ of the 
Government, one of them, late a New 
York detective, is to receive the enormous 
salary of $15,000 per uuuuin. Citizens 
even remotely suspected of disaffection 
towards the Lracolu usurpers are under 
constant survilance. Strangers are dogged 
by them from the moment they arrive un- 
til they leave. The Collector here boasts 
that he ' has an agent employed in the estab- 
lishment of every State Eights nddymptr in 
Kentucky, and in every telegraph ojft<> in 
that State. 

While en route for this city I stopped oft' 
a day at Cami* Garnett and was highly 
pleased with the appearance ot affairs at 
that place. The grouuds are Ihe mest 
beautiful that could have been selected for 
an encampment, 1 eing a nic« p isture can- 
opied witu spreading beeches aud carpeted 
with soft blue grass. The force iu camp 
consisted of some dozeu or fi teen com- 
panies and though not the largest wa? by 
far th-. most respectable military assem- 
blage I hiv« ever s en. The bearing of 
every man I saw was that of a gentlcm in, 
aud when compared with the degraded 
canaille recently at the Ohio camps, every 
man seemed a prince. Particularly was I 
struck with the gallant bearing aud sol- 
dier-like appearance of a com' -any from 
Masou county, called the Mason Riei.es. — 
This company I learned is composed of 
the flower of the young men of the city of 
Maysville, aud every member of the com- 
pany bore UDiuteiokable evidence ot gen- 
tility and refinement. Their perfection in 
drill, their respectful attention aud obe- 
dience to officer? wnile in ranks were as 
praiseworthy as their refined and decorous 
deportment when cut of ranks. The Ma- 
son Rifle? arc indeed a model company, 
aud Mi jor Harris, Capt. Cady, Lieut's. 
Forman and Sulser may well be proud of 
their command, as the men are justly 
proud of their officers. 

The Assembly is divested of everything 
that could be so construed as to give it a 
political complexion. No partisan airs are. 
played by ihe baud, and uo discussion of 
poutica is permitted. They are all lovers 
of the dear ola Union, however, and would 
no doubt be delighted to have an opportu- 
nity of using their trusty rifles on the 
detested Abolitionists w ho have destroyed 
the Union. 

S. duaight, a notorious Abolitionist of 
tMs place, has just received information 
that his son has been dangerously wounded 
in Western Virginia. Col. Woodruff, the 
renegade Kentnekian, aud Col. Norton, a 
renegade VirgiDian, are reported to have 
met the fate they so richly merited. So 
mote it be with all men, who, scorpion 
like, turn upon the mother who gave them 
birth.

Editor Yeoman : The monotony oi the 
times here continues unbroken. This point 
is now the head quarters of the army of 
North Missouri, and there are quartered 
upon the town from one to three regiments, 
as circumstances may require ; and from 
here companies are detailed to servo at 
Utica, five' miles west, Grand River bridge, 
two and a half miles west, and Medicine 
Creek bridge, seven miles east. The troops 
in camp here are continnally employed iu 
ihrowing up breastworks, and in gathering 
material? for block houses— it being the 
intention to erect fortifications whicu will 
enable them, in case of attack, to sweep 
the town, and at the same time serve for 
defense against any attack whi' h may be 
made by the State troop?. Since the battle 
of Carthage, they have lost all their con- 
tempt for rhe “miscellaneous assortment of 
hardware,” as thtv aneeHngb termed Ike 
arms of the State* men, and have evinced 
a disposition to get hold of all remaining 
in the country. On Saturday night last a 
company of thirty soldiers made a descent 
upon a neighborhood about five miles Ir m 
town, rousing men, women, and children, 
from their bed?, aud thiowing every thing 
into contusion, und seanuiug without scru- 
ple or delicacy, the apartments and beds 
of ladies, youug and old. The first house, 
or probably the second, searched, was 
reached without any knowledge upon the 
part of the occupants that troops were at 
hand ; but by the time they hid fairly be- 
gun their night’s work, runner? were* sent 
through the ueighb arhood in every direc- 
tion, notifying the people of Ihe mischief 
going ou. About dsyuget they returned 
to camp, having purloined some four or 
five old gun? which were scarcely worth 
packing back. 

The battle of Carthage, of which I spoke 
just now, was fought hy the State men with 
their old guns — some rifles, some shot gnus, 
and some few old muskets. There is much 
dispute us to the number killed on the 
Federal side. I saw a letter from a young 
man to hi? uncle, a resident ot this place, 
iu which he stated that being detailed to 
gather up the dead and wouuded, he had 
counted nearly two hundred Federal? on 
the ground ; and a? the light was a running 
one for fourteen mile?, he could 1010 1 y 
have seen all. There were quite a number 
ot Kentuckians in the fight., and from this 
county w ere James McDowell, formerly of 
Mason county, Kentucky ; a youDg man, 
Berry Gill, formerly ot Mason county ; an 
old man of sixty-one years of age, and 
John Graves, an o d soldier of the war ot 
1313, aud krotkar of the late Hen. W. J. 
Graves, of Louisville. Indeed, our old men 
responded to Gov. Jackson’s call with great 
alacrity, and furnished more than their 
proportionate share of men. Communica- 
tion with the State troops is nearly entirely 
cut off, aud all that can be known here at 
present is, that they are in the South side 
of the State under th* com maud of Gen. 
McCullough. As to the plau of the cam- 
paign nothing is now knowu ; but it is we l 
known that they are still gather! ig men 
aud military equipment? and supplies in 
the South, evidently preparing to drive the 
invaders from the State. 

Tue news of the battle in Virginia creat- 
ed great exe tement here; and Rices which 
had not worn a smile for the list month* 
gave evidence of the gratification the new? 
caused them. The Union men, on the con- 
trary, (fleet to think very ligntly of it — 
this* the damage sustained one to be eis ly 
repaired, amt that it w ill serve to rouse the 
North to even greater efforts than they 
have made. The killed, wounded, and 
missing, the I.incolnites say, are but a few 
hundred, and at most but a little over a 
thousand; yet, even granting mis, of what 
kind of stuff’ are Lincoln’s army ma 1*5, 
which, after month? of maneuvering to 
dislodge the Confederates lr<>:n Man is? is, 
and weeks of heralding to the world how 
they weregoiag to annihilate the rebels, 
nui from the battle with inconsiderable 
loss, desert the r batteries, haggajre, aud 
stores, and leave their extensive up.iprarius 
iu the hands of an enemy they at! c.ed to 
despise? 

Certainly, if in every battle thet intend 
to run from the Held as soon as their men 
begin to fall, and scamper over the coun- 
try like scared dogs, tue day is tar, very 
Jar distant, when the star? aud strip-? will 
wave from the Kennebec to the Kio Grande. 
But again, if the battle revolted in a rout, 
If M an annihilation of L.m tin’s iORSS, 
what then? Ihe army was made up of the 
very beat Northern material. The inos'. 
experienced men oi the Norih were placed 
in command. The enthusiasm of officer? 
and m n, unbounded — all were sanguine of 
victory; aud y et not only signally and dte 
graecluily failed, but fled iu terror and 
confusion from trie field. Even if auother 
aruty like this shall be raised, be of us good 
materials, provided with a? good an equip 
ment, still mouths must elapse before they 
can be put *a as good drill, and even then 
the prestige ot success te w.th the South. 
The coufiuenee imparted by batch ? wou is 
with the South — and the feelings by which 
the Northern hordes will he iuflucnctd, 
will he different from those which influ- 
enced them hetore the battle of M inassas. 

In regard to Missouri, it may be briefly 
said that all men in the State service arc 
now well armed. They are being dril’?tt 
by efficient officers, aud nothing i? further 
Irom their thought? than disbanding. The 
crops have be ;n tine, and there i? now in 
the State secure, enough provisions to 
maintain an army of IteJ.UUO men for 
twelve months, over anti above what is 
needed lor home purposes. Allis tempo- 
rarily calm here, but ail seem to realize 
that they are resting upon a volcano, 
whose throes may at any time involve any 
and all in common ruin. Every indica- 
tion warns us that we arc nearing the 
time when U nion men and States Rights 
men will meet aa enemies, and the revol- 
ver and bowieknife be the on y 1 »w. Neigh- 
boring, social, and religious latercouse, 
even uow restricted to those co icr.rriug 
ia political sentiments; and a? the Uniou 
men avail themsilves of the presence of 
the troops to annoy the States Right? 
men, by having their houses searched, 
gun? Liken, «&c., the calm cannot endure* 
many months — if week?.

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Kentucky will take up arms for tl*c Lin- 
coln Government, or tLat she will pay her 
proportion ol the tax levied to carry on 
the war. These are questions which out 
not enter into the recent canvass, and 
which are hereafter to be deemed. 

The Southern Rights party in the con- 
test just closed had much to contend with. 
It was urged that its triumph would at 
once precipitate Kentucky into seccMiou, 
and inaugurate civil war iu our midst. 
Tbe Uniouis'e claimed that their policy 
had preserved peace throughout the State, 
and had shielded us from the fate of Mis- 
souri and Virginia. The success of the 
Union i>arty it wap urged would secure 
continued peace, and its defeat would 
make Kentucky the battle ground of the 
contending armies of the North aud 
South. These considerations, and the pe- 
culiar geographical position of Kentucky — 
with an exposed frontier seven hundred 
miles in extent — contributed mainly to 
the triumph of the Union party. 

The largely increased vote for the South- 
ern Rights candidates is a cheering indica- 
tion ol future sucecBs. Although defeat- 
ed, we should not relax our efforts. The 
destiny of Kentucky is with the South ; 
her interests, her geographical position, 
hcrinsiituliCEs, all render kcr union with 
the Sonth inevitable. It is a mere ques- 
tion of time. The present position of Ken- 
tucky, in our opialoa, will b 3 disregarded 
aLd violated by the Federal Govercmc it, 
and iu that event Kentucky will be driven 
to unshcath her sword, and make com- 
mon cause with the South. When tint 
time shall arrive, we look to the Union 
men of our State, like the Union men of 
Virginia and Tennessee, to be the tirst to 
viudicatc the violated honor of Kentucky. 

Abandoning Neutrality. 

We see it stated in a letter to the Cincin- 
nati Gazette, dated near Cumberland Gap, 
July 21, lktil, that “lion. Green Adams lies 
returned home aud advises all Union mm 
to lay a*id< neutrality , and prepare to take 
up arms to light for the Government. 
This advice is similar to that given by Mr. 
Holt in Lis speech a short time since m this 
city. We have no doubt it is the intention 
of the leaders of the Union party, whenev- 
er tht-y think Kentucky is sufficiently de- 
bauched, and vhcu they 6hall have dis- 
armed the Southern Rights men through- 
out the State, to abaudon their neutrality 
aud take up arms and light for the Lincoln 
Government. We notice that tffcrls arc 
a. ready being made to provoke hcstilitic- 
between this State and Tennessee, and it 
iiM already been proposed that the Legis-

provoking a difficulty with Tennessee it is 
thought that Kentucky will be driven from 
her neutrality, and will at once lake up 
anus for the Federal Government. It is 
how ever, with the people to say whether or 
not this programme shall be carried out. 

|2F”Nothing has contributed so much 
to produce alienation and bitterness of 
feeling between tbe parties iH this .State 
as the introduction of guns, by the Fed- 
eral Government for the purpose of aim- 
ing the so-called loyal citizens. Some fif- 
teen thousand arms have already been dis- 
tributed to be used, it is said, to prevent 
Kentucky from withdrawing from the 
Uuion. Rut, not satisfied with being abun- 
dantly supplied with arms by the General 
Government, it is now proposed that the 
next Legislature shall pass an ac t dLsband- 
ing the “State Guard;” thus placing the 
arms now in possession of that organ ir.i- 
tion under the control of the Militaiy 
Board to be distributed solely among 
Union men. When tbe Southern Rights 
men a r c completely disarmed, and vhcu 
the Unionists are armed both by Lincoln 
and the State authorities, then it is thought 
that Kentucky loyalty may be preserved. 

We can scarcely believe that the Leg is 
l&lure will carry out the programme laid 
out for it by the leaders of the Union par- 
ty. 8outhem Rights citizens have con- 
tributed their proportion to support lUfc 
State; they have been guilty of no act of 
disloyalty; they are entitled to their share 
of the public arms; and to be deprived of 
them on account of their political senti- 
ments is an outrage which the people of 
Kentucky will never sanction. 

What Lincoln can do.— T he New York 
Time, says that “it appears by au examiua- 
ticn of the two volunteer bills, that one 
thing suplemenlal to the other, that the 
President has powor to call one million 
men into the field, although that extent of 
authority was not, it is believed, designed.

The * ‘Irrepressible Conflict. ” 

Mr. Sevvaud in his notorious speech at 
Rochester, ou October 2.'»ih, 1858, stated 
that the irrcpre-siblc conflict between 
“free labor aud slave labor” would result 
la the triumph ««f cither slavery or free- 
dom. In this speech he prophesied “that 
the rice fields of South Carolina, the sugar 
plantations of Louisiana, and the cotton 
lands of Mississippi would still yield their 
teeming crops to enrich the North even 
after this conflict was decided, and even 
after every slave that stood upon the sol] 
of the continent of America bad been libe- 
rated, aud free labor should with victorious 
banner reigu r opreme, as the sole and only 
kind of labor tolerated throughout the 
length aud breadth of this land.” “We 
cannot spare the South,” said Mr. Seward 
ill Lis Dt troit spt 1 li, “Dor even Cuba, or 
Mexico, for we want the whole of this con- 
tinent cemented and bound together in or.e 
great and glorious Union consecrated to Re- 
publican TAbcrty and Human Freedom 
“We want he negro, too, to cultivate the 
Southern fields, but he must work as a 
free citizen and not as a bondmau.” 

These are the principles upon which a 
bare majority of the Northern people 
elected Mr. Lincoln, and these art the prin- 
rijties which Mr. Lincoln feds himself in- 
structed to carry out; for, says he, the ma- 
jority must rule, and the people alone cun 
ivvirsc their verdict at the ballot box. 

Bettri ig in mind the ioregoing facts in 
reference to .he conflict for human free- 
ilrui waged by th Republican paity against 
.:.i Southern slaveholder, we must remem- 
her also that Mr. Seward and Mr. Lincoln 
originally proposed the emancipation ol 
the African bondman by the -low aud tedi- 
ous prccos of Coustitutioral amendments 
aud the gradual reconstruction ot the Su- 
preme Court.

From Springfield. 

Sprisgfikld, Mo , Aug. 2. — A battle oc- 
curred to-day at Dug Spring, nineteen 
miles south of this place, between the 
Federal forces under (4en. Lyon, and the 
Rebel troops under Ben. McCullough, in 
which eight of the former were killed and 
thirty wounded, and forty of the latter 
killed and forty-four wounded. Gen. 
Lyon took eighty stand of arms and fif- 
teen horses an t wagons. 

Two hundred and seventy U. S. Cavalry 
made a charge upon a body of Rebel in- 
fantry, said to have been 4,000 strong and 
ent their way through them aud returned 
with a loss of ouly live men. The charge 
was most gallant and terrible, several of 
the Rebels being found with their head? 
cloven through. 

The enemy retired during the uigh‘, 
aud Gen. Lyou took possession of the 
field. 

Another battle was momentarily expect 
ed, the enemy being iu large torce west 
of S]>ringtiuid. Particulars as soon as 
possible. 

From Washington. 

W A-niNGTON, August t’>.— All the bills 
which passed both Houses were approved 
by the l’rerident, who yielded a reluctant 
approval to that for the confiscation of 
property u?cd for rebellious purposes.

Every road 
leading to Southeru Maryland is now clos- 
ed and watched by our forces. 

Prince Napoleon, accompanied by Sec- 
retary Sewoid, the French Minister, and 
others, has goue to Mouut Veruou in a 
Goverament steamer 

Gen. Butler his returned to Fortress 
Monroe, end it is now stated that no iin 
mediate change will he nude in the com- 
mand of the post, except, it ia expected 
that G^n. Butler will return here before 
another advauee movement. 

The Navy Department is in receipt of a 
letter from Com G jldslniro. of the U. S. 
steamer Union, dated Hampton Roads 
yesterday, iu which Uesays the brig ashore 
near Cape Halters?, abont which there wa? 
»o mu< u speculation, proved to be the B. 
F. Martin, ot Boston, which had been iu 
the possession of the rebels. 

It appears by our official advices from 
the Gulf squadron that on the 4 h of July 
off Galveston, the U. S. steamer South Car- 
olina captured six schooners, on the &tl* 
two, and ran one ashore ou the t»th aad oue 
on the 7ih, making in all eleven sail ves- 
sels destroyed or captured. The name? of 
the captured vessel? are Shark, Vein?, 
Anne Ryan, MeCaullield, Louisa, D.irt, 
CondlU, Falcon, Geo. Baker and Sun. 
Houston. A portion of them had cargoes 
chiefly of lumber. Among other things 
captured were thirteen mail bags and thir- 
ty-one bags containing exprvs? matter. 

On the 5th of July oil St. Mark?, Flu, 
the Mohawk captured the sloop Geo. B. 
Sleat attempting to run the blockade. 

There were as passengers on board the 
wife, three children, auU servants of Ad- 
jutant General Holland, of Florida. Mrs. 
llollaud claimed the secession flag to be 
private property, and secured it to her 
per?ou. As the’ captain could uot obtain 
possession of it without using violence t" 
a lady who was in a “delicate situation,” 
he desisted from taking the prize.

They were re- 
leased t»y order ot the Spanish Govern- 
ment, aud sailed under convoy of the U. S. 
steamer Crusader, as far as Cape Autonio. 

Frcm Columbus. 

Columbus, Aug. 0. — Hou. Juo. J. Crit- 
tenden arrived here this afternoon. He 
made t highly patriotic speech this eve- 
ning iu the Gapi'ol Square, to a laree and 
eutLus:astic audience. Ue leaves here at 
•J o’clock to-night for Cincinnati.
